The Israeli army is now sending 
the Nahal Paratroop Brigade into 
the military bases cast of Tyre in an 
attempt 1o crush the guerrillas. All 
last week, the Nahal"s heavy armour 
was being transported north across 
ihe Israeli frontier, many of its 
personnel carriers fitted with iron 
mesh plates along the sides to 
protect them from rocket-propelled 
grenades.
